The primary reason for the allowance of claims 13-28 and 37-40 is the inclusion 
of the method step of integrating the conveying roller with a conveyance angle detection 
pattern writing member coaxially mounted with the conveying roller. It is this step found 
in each of the claims, as it is claimed in the combination, that has not been found, 
taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims allowable over 
the prior art.
